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Nixon Plans 


Phase Two 


Of Program 


WASHINGTON (AP ) -P re s ­ 
ident Nixon worked on the next 
stage of his campaign against 
inflation 
Tuesday 
while 
the 
House 
took 
his 
tax-cutting 
program and labor leaders re­ 
newed their attack on the Pres­ 
ident’s economic policies. 
“ Robinhood in reverse” and 
“ socialism for the rich” was 
the description applied to Nix­ 
on’s program by Patrick E. 
Gorman, chief executive officer 
of the AFL-CIO Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters union. 
Testifying before the House 
Banking 
Committee, 
Gorman 
tirged Congress to reject the tax 
bill 
as 
a 
“bonanza 
for in­ 
dustry.” 
The House began debate on 
the measure and scheduled a 
vote on it Wednesday. Chair­ 
man Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark. of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee 
predicted 
it 
will 
pass. He called the bill an im­ 
provement over the President’s 
proposals. 
Nixon, back from a weekend 
at Key Biscayne, Fla., con­ 
ferred at the White House with 
Secretary of the Treasury John 
B. 
Connally 
and 
Director 
George Shultz of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 


REPLACE FREEZE 
These men, along with mem­ 
bers of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers and oth­ 
er top aides, are helping the 
chief executive round out the 
program that will replace the 
90-day 
wage-price-rent 
freeze 
that expires Nov. 13. 
White House press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler indicated the 
President will be ready to an­ 
nounce the Phase 2 program 
soon, perhaps sometime over 
the coming weekend. 
One of the final problems re­ 
maining to be settled is what 
type of enforcement is to be 
used in 
keeping wages and 
prices 
in 
check 
when 
the 
present freeze ends. 
Sen. 
Gale McGee, D-Wyo., 
proposed 
legislation 
delaying 
pay raises for the armed forces 
as well as for civilian govern­ 
ment workers. 
McGee, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Post Office and Civil Serv­ 
ice Committee, said in a state­ 
ment 
that 
Senate 
approval 
Monday of an additional $381 
million increase for the mili­ 
tary on top of a $2.4-billion 
raise included in the already- 
enacted draft bill is unfair at a 
time when civilian raises are 
frozen. 
“ The reasonable, and in my 
opinion, the proper alternative 
is to delay all salary increas­ 
es—above the recruit level—un­ 
til 
the 
President determines 
that equitable, equal and pro­ 
portional 
increases 
can 
be 
made in accordance with the 
administration’s economic pro­ 
gram at that time,” McGee 
said. 
He announced legislation de­ 
ferring pay raises scheduled 
Nov. 13 for military men, ex­ 
cept basic pay for recruits; 
postponing military and civilian 
raises scheduled for Jan. 1, and 
authorizing 
the 
President 
to 
make 
equal 
adjustments for 
both groups in accordance with 
his economic program by Oct. 
1, 1972. 
McGee’s 
action 
followed 
House approval Monday of Nix­ 
on’s order barring until next 
July 1 a pay raise that civilian 
federal 
workers 
had 
been 
scheduled to get on Jan. 1. The 
Senate is due to vote on this 
question Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day. 


Draft Lotteryi 
Kissinger to Make 


2nd Red China Trip 
Ceiling Is 125 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Men 
classified as 1A in this year’s 
draft pool won’t be called if 
their lottery numbers are over 
125, but all with numbers below 
that can expect a summons, Se­ 
lective Service announced Tues­ 
day. 
Earlier, draft officials 
had 
said men probably would be 
called with numbers as high as 
140. But that was when 15,000 to 
20,000, instead of 10,000 were 
expected to be drafted in the 
remaining months of this year. 
Draft 
Director 
Curtis 
W. 
Tarr, in another change, said 
draftees will be given 30 days* 
notice to report for induction 
rather than the 10 days min­ 
imum set down in law. 
The 30-day notice means that 
nobody 
will 
be drafted 
this 
month. But the Pentagon’s 10,- 
000-man call will be split 6,500 
between Nov. 1 and 18 and 3,500 
between Nov. 29 and Dec. 9. 
When the draft suspended on 
June 30 there had been calls to­ 
taling 88,000 for the year, with 
84.000 
men 
called. 
Selective 
Service said it does not plan to 
make up the 4.000-man backlog. 


DEFER ACTION 
Tarr, in another announce­ 
ment, said he has ordered local 
and appeals boards to defer ac­ 
tion on classification, personal 
appearances and appeals until 
new regulations on draft re­ 
quirement provisions under the 
new draft law are drawn up. 
The regulations will be com­ 
pleted 
in 
about 
two 
weeks, 


draft officials said, but they 
can’t be put into effect under 
the new law until 30 days after 
they are published in the Fed­ 
eral Register. 
Every young man classified 
1A who drew a number 125 or 
lower in the 1969 and 1970 lot­ 
teries and is in this year’s pool 
can expect to receive an in­ 
duction notice in the near fu­ 
ture, Tarr said. 
That’s because of the new 
system of drafting men on a 
nationwide 
basis 
by 
lottery 
number. 
Previously, Selective 
Service headquarters set a ceil­ 
ing by lottery number and as- 
s i g n e d 
states 
quotas 
of 
draftees. 


LOST DEFERMENTS 
Those to be called this year 
will, as indicated earlier, be 
mainly men who lost defer­ 
ments because they graduated 
from college, junior college or 
trade school in June or later. 
They were not called earlier 
because draft calls were sus­ 
pended between the time the 
draft authority expired June 30 
and President Nixon signed the 
new draft law last week. 
Tarr noted that some of those 
in this year’s pool will be called 
in 
January, 
February 
and 
March next year because of the 
extended liability provisions of 
the regulations. 
Because nobody with a num­ 
ber higher than 125 is to be 
drafted, 
Selective 
Service 
is 
halting the ordering of physical 
and 
mental exams for men 
with numbers up to 140. 


Thieu Opponents 
Seek New Election 


SAIGON 
(AP) 
- Political 
foes of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu say they are going into 
Supreme Court on Wednesday 
in an attempt to have his unop- 
poses 
election 
victory 
in­ 
validated. 
Other Thieu opponents and 
the local press ridiculed his re­ 
ported 91.5 per cent “vote of 
confidence” in such terms as 
“ beyond comprehension.” 
Thai Lan, official representa­ 
tive of Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky’s ticket before Ky with­ 
drew, said four members of the 
Committee against Dictatorship 
would file a complaint with the 
court. 
They will charge the 
election was “ illegal and uncon­ 
stitutional,” ask that the results 
be invalidated and new elec­ 
tions organized. 


COMPLAINT DEADLINE 
Wednesday is the deadline for 
filing such complaints. 
The Supreme Court, which 
must rule by Oct. 26 on the va­ 
lidity of the presidential elec­ 
tion returns, already has before 
it one case challenging the con- 
stituionality of a one-man elec­ 
tion. 
Although 
it 
generally 
has 
been 
considered 
Thieu-con- 
trolled, the court—jn a move 
which surprised most observ­ 
ers—ruled last week that the 
Aug. 29 lower house election 
was rigged in at least three 
provinces. 
It called for the firing of the 
province 
chiefs 
involved—in­ 
cluding Col. Hoang Due Ninh, 
Thieu’s cousin and the province 
chief at Bac Lieu in the Me­ 
kong Delta. 
Vietnamese sources said even 
Thieu was astonished by his 


91.5 per cent margin. They re­ 
ported he was angered by the 
overzealousness of province of­ 
ficials in conducting an election 
that raised serious questions of 
credibility. 
The Saigon newspaper Cong 
Luan said in an editorial: “The 
number of confidence votes for 
President Thieu is beyond com­ 
prehension.” 
Saigon 
papers 
pointed 
out 
that despite bloody street riots 
in Da Nang, which left at last 2 
persons dead and 57 wounded 
and which kept the polls vir­ 
tually closed, the government 
reported a 74 per cent voter 
turnout there. 


RUNS STRONG 
American observers in the 
coastal city of Qui Nhon, where 
antigovernment 
feeling 
runs 
strong, called ridiculous gov­ 
ernment claims of an 87 per 
cent voter turnout there. 
“ We toured the city all day 
and visited every polling sta­ 
tion,” 
said 
one 
observer. 
“ Many were empty. None ever 
had more than a dozen people 
in 
it at once. 
The 
turnout 
couldn’t have been over 25 per 
cent at best.” 
The 
oft-confiscated 
Saigon 
daily Tin Sang, published by 
opposition 
leader 
Ngo 
Cong 
Due, 
said: 
“Voting 
officers 
were upset by the fact that the 
confidence votes and no-con­ 
fidence votes did not coincide 
with the number of people who 
went to the polling stations.” 
Sen. Vu Van Mau, an opposi­ 
tion leader, said: “The real los­ 
ers will be the Americans. This 
has been a fake referendum 
and we must wait for the Su­ 
preme Court’s decision on it.” 


Nuclear Edition Included 
In Congressional Record 


The M ercury’s special edition on nuclear 
lower which appeared as a supplem ent to 
he re g u la r edition of Sept. 20, was entered 
nto the C ongressional R ecord as “ . . . the 
nost thoroughly research ed piece of journ- 
lism on the subject.” 
R esponsible for inclusion of the entire 
dition in the federal publication w as Con- 
ressm an L aw rence Coughlin, who said, 
Any new spaper in the country would be 
iroud to call it its ow n.” 
All of the w ritten m aterial in the edition 
/as placed in the R ecord filling 21 pages. 
“ The Pottstow n M ercury published a sup- 
ilem ent to its reg u lar edition devoted en- 
irely to nuclear energy,” the congressm an 
old his colleagues, “ and I consider it to be 
me of the best, m ost thoroughly researched, 
nost balanced pieces of journalism I have 
iver seen.” 
Coughlin cited plans for a nuclear power 
tation in L im erick, and said the edition, 
‘reflects so accurately all the hopes and 
e ars of a com m unity faced with possible 


location of a large nuclear power plant in 
the im m ediate vicinity.” 
He m entioned several stories which ap­ 
peared in the edition and stated: 
“ M r. Speaker, I never have previously 
asked th at so m uch m aterial be included in 
the R ecord. 
But I feel in this case, an ex­ 
ception* m ust be m ade. 
“ W hat propels m e to ask is the belief that 
the concerns which both interest and trouble 
m inds and consciences of citizens of Mont­ 
gom ery County, Pennsylvania, particularly 
in the Pottstow n area, on the issue of nu­ 
clear power also m ay be the sam e concerns 
which interest and trouble other com m uni­ 
ties throughout the nation faced or about to 
be faced with the sam e issue. 
“ The wide range of a com m unity’s points 
of view reflected in The M ercury articles is 
a 
national phenom enon not confined to 
Pottstow n, but The Pottstow n M ercury has 
done us all a great service by capturing the 
entire issue under one cover. 
It is for this 
reason I ask the m aterial be included in the 
R ecord.”

Clears Senate 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
Senate passed 38-10, Tuesday a 
resolution calling for a change 
in the state constitution to per­ 
mit graduated taxes at the 
state and local level. 
The 
measure 
had 
been 
amended earlier in a Senate 
committee and now returns to 
the House for a vote on concur­ 
rence. If accepted it would be 
held for the legislature of 1973 
and then put to a referendum. 
An attempt to restrict the 
measure to state taxes was de­ 
feated. 
In the House, legislation ex­ 
tending the requirements of the 
state’s nationally hailed 1945 
bituminous coal mining act to 
all forms of surface mining was 
released on the floor from com­ 
mittee. Intent of the bill is to 
prevent land scars and deter­ 
ioration. 
The bill, already passed by 
the Senate, calls for backfilling 
to contour in all types of sur­ 
face mining whether it be coal, 
limestone, clay or gravel. One 
key change made by the Mines 
and Minerals Committee was 
deletion of a so-called “grand­ 
father clause” written in by the 
Senate which would have ex-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon, apparently ready 
to proceed with plans to visit 
Communist China, is sending 
foreign-policy adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger back to Peking this 
month to “ make concrete ar­ 
rangements.” 
Word of Kissinger’s second 
journey to Peking in less than 
four months was given Tuesday 
by White House press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler. 
Kissinger 
himself 
made 
a 
rare on-the-record appearance 
before White House reporters to 
disclose that he will be accom­ 
panied by a full advance party 
of technical specialists 
from 
such arms of government as 
the Secret Service and White 
House Communications Agency. 
This 
development, 
coming 
while Westerners continued to 
speculate on murky happenings 
that might indicate significant 
events within China, was seen 
as indication that the Presi­ 
dent’s 
plans 
remain 
un­ 
changed—as of now, at least. 
“There is nothing unusual or 
unforeseen that has produced 


this announcement,” Kissinger 
said. 
OFFICIAL POLICY 
Under questioning, he said it 
is the official policy of the 
WTiite House and all federal 
agencies to avoid speculation 
on whatever happened in Main­ 
land 
China to 
produce 
the 
much-publicized 
grounding of 
air traffic and cancellation of 
an Oct. 1 National Day parade. 
He said: 
“ We have not raised the issue 
with the People’s Republic of 
China. They have not volun­ 
teered 
any information, 
but 
their performance has made 
perfectly clear that if anything 
is happening, it is not related to 
the visit, because our commu­ 
nications 
have 
been 
un­ 
changed.” 
Kissinger, 
who 
confirmed 
that Washington has been in di­ 
rect 
although 
“cumbersome” 
contact with Peking since the 
July announcement of Nixon’s 
■trip plans, emphasized several 
times that planning for the 
journey has been handled by 
the Chinese “meticulously, cor­ 
rectly and carefully, and there 


has been no impact of whatever 
developments may be occurring 
on these preparations.” 
Ziegler said Kissinger and a 
traveling party of about 10 will 
fly to Peking during the last 
half of this month. 


ANNOUNCED SOON 
Kissinger said he would fly to 
Peking aboard a presidential 
jet via Honolulu and would 
spend no more than four days 
in the Chinese capital.' He in­ 
dicated the timing of Nixon’s 
visit would be announced soon 
after his return. 
Asked about the timing of the 
Nixon visit, Kissinger said: 
“We will, of course, discuss 
that while I am in Peking, and 
I think we should zero in on a 
date while I am there and, 
therefore, should have an an­ 
nouncement within a reason­ 
able period after that.” 
The President’s chief national 
security affairs adviser said he 
expects to meet in Peking, as 
he did during his secret trip in 
July, with Premier Chou En- 
lai. 
Asked whether he would see 
Mao Tse-tung, the aging chief 
of China’s Communist party, he 
said, “ I have no idea who else 
from the government of the 
People’s Republic I will be 
seeing.” 
As for the timing of his trip 
he said he personally thinks it 
will take place closer to the 
middle of October than the 
30th. He said a full itinerary 
and list of participants will be 
made public, but that no news­ 
men will be taken along.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Prime Minister Brian 
Faulkner said Tuesday he is 
flying to London this week for 
more emergency talks about 
the violence in this British 
province, which he described as 
“bieeding to death.” 
As he spoke at Stormont, the 
provincial 
parliament, 
guer­ 
rillas robbed a bank and fought 
a gun battle with troops caught 
in ambush. 
Faulkner 
told 
the 
session, 
boycotted by the pro-Roman 
Catholic opposition, that he will 
hold new crisis talks on Thurs­ 
day with Prime Minister Ed­ 
ward Heath. 
Faulkner 
and 
Heath 
con­ 
ferred a week ago in a three- 
way summit with Prime Minis­ 
ter Jack Lynch of the Irish re­ 
public to the south. 
Their peace plea was spumed 
by terrorists trying to oust the 
British from Protestant-domi­ 
nated Northern Ireland. 
The parliament debate and 
street shootings came on the 
third anniversary of a Catholic 
civil rights march that has 
been followed by escalating vio­ 
lence in which Í16 persons have 
died. 
With public galleries emptied 
for security reasons, Faulkner 
toid the Stormont he would try 
yet again with Heath to find a 
peace formula.

Delayed School Desegregation 


Bill Approved by House Croup 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident 
Nixon’s 
long-delayed 
school desegregation bill was 
approved by House Education 
and Labor Committee Tuesday 
but without the ban on busing 
lie proposed. 
The committee first watered 
down and then killed an amend­ 
ment 
that 
would 
have pre­ 
vented school districts from us­ 
ing any of the $1.5 billion au­ 
thorized by the bill to bus pu­ 
pils. 
It then passed the bill 24 to 3, 
heading it toward an expected 
stiff floor fight. The Senate 
passed a different version of 
the legislation last April. 
Reps. James G. O’Hara, D- 
Mich., and William D. Ford, D- 
Mich., who helped block action 
by the committee for weeks 
through parliamentary devices, 
abandoned the fight Tuesday 
and let it come to a vote. They 
and Rep. Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., 
cast the only votes against it. 
The bill would provide for 
distribution of the 
funds 
to 
school districts that are either 
under court orders to desegre­ 
gate or are voluntarily carrying 


out a desegregation plan. The 
money could be spent for a var­ 
iety of purposes designed to 
smooth the way toward desegre­ 
gation. 
Nixon had asked the com­ 
mittee to include an amend­ 
ment that Vould have prohibit­ 
ed the expenditure of any of the 
money for busing but the com­ 
mittee refused to go along with 
him. 
“It is ridiculous for the feder­ 
al government and the courts 
to require school districts to de­ 
segregate and then refuse to 
help them pay for their busing 
costs,” said Rep. Albert H. 
Quie, R-Minn., the committee’s 
ranking Republican. 
Quie said Nixon’s promise of 
financial help to desegregating 
school districts would be mean­ 
ingless in some districts if his 
amendment was adopted. 
“In some case districts will 
have to bus,” Quie said. 
• Rep. John M. Ashbrook, R- 
Ohio, offered the President’s 
amendment. But before it could 
be voted on Rep. Marvin L. 
Esch, R-Mich., proposed a sub­ 
stitute that would permit use of 


the funds to pay busing costs 
arising from a court order. 
After the Esch substitute was 
adopted in preference to Nix­ 
on’s 
version, 
the 
committee 
then turned around and killed 
it. 
The 
voice 
vote 
sounded 
evenly divided but the ruling on 
the vote by Rep. Carl D. Per­ 
kins, D-Ky., went unchallenged. 
The committee action was 
considered to be only a mild 
foretaste of the battle that can 
be expected over busing when 
the desegregation bill reaches 
the House floor. 
Quie indicated he would try 
at that time to make the Esch 
substitute even broader by per­ 
mitting school districts that are 
voluntarily 
desegregating 
to 
use their federal funds for bus­ 
ing 
However, most observers 
feel the Nixon ban on busing 
will have a better chance of 
being adopted in the full House. 
After being stalled in the 
committee for months the de­ 
segregation bill moved closer to 
final approval Tuesday as its 
opponents began running out of 
parliamentary weapons to de­ 
lay action.

Nixon Seeks Board Report Before Making Decision on Dock Strike

Change in Church Laws Opposed at Synod

Before breaking up into 12 
study groups, the synod heard 
a 
parting 
appeal 
from

bishops keep the “ suffering” of 
priests in mind. He urged them 
to do away with “ laws made 
for other tim es.” 
The assessm ent on the sy­ 
nod’s majority cam e from Ger­ 
many’s Joseph Cardinal Hoeff- 
ner who summed up the five- 
day debate. 
FIRST SUBJECT 
Priesthood was the first of 
two subjects on the agenda. 
The other is justice in the 
world. 
Of priesthood, 
the cardinal 
said: “ Two methods have been 
proposed to handle these prob­ 
lems: Either to start from the 
immutable foundations of the 
priestly office, or from the real 
problems. 
“ The large m ajority of those 
who spoke favors the form er.” 
Many, however, had warned 
that this so-called doctrinal ap­ 
proach threatened to lead the 
bishops astray from the facts of 
l i f e . 
Among 
them 
were 
Francois 
Cardinal 
Marty 
of 
France 
and 
John 
Cardinal 
Dearden of Detroit. 


The Rev. Jean Canivez, the 
only diocesan priest in the sy­ 
nod, said that with this ap­ 
proach the Church would ap­ 
pear a “ grand dam e” unable to 
respond to new needs. 
“ The twelve (apostles),” he 
said, “ were sent by the Lord to 
the entire world without a total­ 
ly developed theology . . . New 
situations 
call 
for 
new 
an­ 
sw ers.” 
The best way to attract more 
young men to the priesthood, 
Cardinal Hoeffner said, is to 
put before them a “ high ideal 
such as to require . . . a total 
com m itm ent to Christ.” This is 
true also for the celibacy issue, 
he said. 
“ The largest part of those

of 
celibacy,” 
he 
said, “ have come out in favor 
|of m aintaining it unchanged.” 
Of 209 synod m embers, 82 
took the floor in the first five 
days of debate. 
None 
spoke 
openly in favor of abolishing 
Pope P aul’s stand that priests 
should not m arry.

Those who took the floor in­

Cardinal Hoeffner underlined 
that “ there was not event a

Equinoctial Events 


- 
Autumn makes its appearance at the 
I moment of the autumnal equinox, when 
¿the sun seemingly crosses the earth’s 
1 equator, and day and night arc of equal 
¿¿Jength. But in some areas autumn actual­ 
l y appears earlier, farther south later. 
t' 
The equinoxes, like the solstices, baf- 
* Tie many laymen. To astronomers, how­ 
ever, the phenomena are a simple matter 
»pf ancient understanding. 
The earth is 
¿un orange-shaped mass that orbits around 
>1he sun, one of the billions upon billions 
vpf stars in the universe. The North and 
*Í>outh Poles are the opposite ends of this 
>&xis. 
% 
As the earth rotates, the part that was 
Vjn darkness moves into the light of the 
¿sun, and the part that was in the sunlight 
>ínoves out of it. 
This causes day and 
Inight. 
But it does not explain the sca- 
•sons. 
The seasons occur because the earth’s 
>$xis is not perpendicular to its orhit. In- 
*»tead, the axis is tilted. While the earth 
♦orbits around the sun. the earth’s axis 
♦continues to be tilted in the same direc- 
>£tion. 
2 
Thus the North Pole is leaning toward 
¿the sun during part of the earth’s journey 
**nd away from it during another pact. 
¿When it leans toward the sun, the north­ 


ern hemisphere enjoys the long, sunnier 
days of summer. When it leans away 
from the sun, the southern .hemisphere 
gets more sun and the northern hemis­ 
phere is in winter . 
The moment when the North Pole is 
leaning most directly toward the sun is 
known as the summer solstice. This oc­ 
curred last on June 21. The time when it 
leans farthest away from the sun is the 
winter solstice. This will happen on Dec. 
22 
Between now and then, daylight sav­ 
ing time will end. which of course has no 
equinoctial significance. 
Midway between the solstices, the 
equinoxes occur. 
An equinox happens 
when the earth’s axis is at right angles 
to the sun that is, the North Pole is 
neither leaning toward the sun nor away 
from it. 
At the equinox, both northern and 
southern 
hemispheres 
get 
an 
equal 
amount of sunlight, and day and night are 
of equal length. 
The vernal equinox — when the gradu­ 
ally lengthening days reached the point 
where they equaled the- nights—occurred 
last March 20. 
^ 
This explains everything about the 
seasons except their vagaries, for which 
there seems to be no explanation. 


Futile Projection 


m ■ 
The problem in predicting population 
trends well into the future is that history 
¿always seems to provide major disrup­ 
tions to alter the trend. Thus, the new 
¿handbook published by the U.S. Census 
Bureau, entitled "The Two-Child Family 
«nd Population Growth.” makes interest­ 
ing reading. But things probably won’t 
¡turn out the way it predicts. 
22 Among other exercises, the bureau 
¿speculates about what populations in 


various countries will be like a century 
from now if current rates of growth con­ 
tinue. By the year 2070, the U.S. popula­ 
tion would be 420 million, and Red China’s 
a fantastic 21 billion. 
It m ay be possible for t h e United 
States to support a population twice its 
current size, but there is no demonstrable 
way Red China could come close to its 
projection. Not with the problems it is 
having with one-thirtieth that number.

To the Editor: I heard a party 
discussing something that made 
me pick up my ears and listen 
— she was talking about me, 
seems she had some 'informat­ 
ion from a reliable source’ I 
feel it is something the public 
should be made aware of. It 
concerns the funds that were 
raised for my late husband, Ed­ 
ward Gaffey—the former kidney 
machine patient. I have been 
given a rough time by the com­ 
mittee handling these funds. Al­ 
though these funds were raised 
to help him medically, the com­ 
mittee has deemed it otherwise. 
They have refused to pay the 
final hospital bill which amounts 
to over $5.000. 
This party mentioned too. that 
I was about to lose my home 
because of this fact . . . This 
was news to me, I have had 
no notice in the mail (as yet) 
as to a sheriff’s sale, and I 
pray that I don’t. I am in no 
position to pay such a bill. 
I have enough problems trving 
to maintain a home and raise 
a family on the Social Security 
payments I receive and the 
little amount my son gives me. 
Mr. Gaffey left us with very 
little, in fact he didn’t even 
have any life insurance. 
According to a story, issued 
by the committee, and printed 


in your paper in Nov. 1969, it 
said Quote, "Purpose of the 
committee, 
according 
to 
a 
statement it adopted, is “ to 
properly administer the Edward 
E. Gaffey fund for as long a 
period of time as the funds will 
allow” unquote. Since they have 
refused to pay the bill, they 
are not living up to their codes. 
Up to March of this year, the 
committee 
paid 
all 
bills, 
hospitals, etc., without too much 
fuss or 
ado. On March 22, Mr. 
Gaffey 
was admitted to Jef­ 
ferson Hospital for a period of 
one day, this bill amounted to 
$262.10. 
On the day of 
ad­ 
mission, 1 (at the hospital’s 
insistence» wrote and signed a 
dictated letter to the 1VB in 
R o y e r s f o r d , Attn: Ronald 
Nettles, 
requesting 
financial 
assistance 
for 
Mr. 
Gaffey's 
hospital 
care. 
The 
hospital 
would not admit him unless 
they had some assurance from 
the committee that the 
bill 
would be taken care of. 
On March 29, Mr. Gaffey was 
readmitted to Jefferson and was 
there for a period of 17 days, 
during which time he underwent 
surgery for removal of his para­ 
thyroid gland and later suffered 
a cardiac arrest, which resulted 
in 
brain 
damage. 
This 
bill 
amounted to $7.085.03. On both 
occasions of admittance, Mr. 
Gaffey and I signed papers, 
which the hospital said were 
necessary, 
even though 
they 
were aware of the funds being 
alloted for his medical care. 
On April 1, the committee 
held a meeting and decided ‘to 
pay not more than $2,000.00 for 
the expense of this operation, 
that the fund was raised to 
purchase and operate a kidney 
machine, it was not raised for 
general purposes for Edward E. 
Gaffey, that the figures on the 
final bill were ‘astounding’, and 
that ‘they’ had reduced the total 
bills and a check in the amount 
of $1,735.00 was being sent to 
represent the hopsital’s portion 
of the $2.000.00 limit. 
Since then, the committee has 
made no effort to pay this bill, 
and I have received numerous 
letters 
from 
the 
hospital 
requesting payment. It seems 
because 
Mr. 
Gaffey 
and 
I *- 


signed papers (and nobody gets 
in any hospital unless you do 
sign) I have become respon­ 
sible. First the committee’s cry 
was the bill was too high, then 
they had the brilliant idea that 
the para-thvroid operation was 
not connected in any manner 
to the kidney disease. Even 
after my contacting Dr. Lasker 
at Jefferson and had him verify 
the fact in writing, that the two 
were definatelv connected, they 
are still adamant. 
If by the end of October this 
bill is still unpaid, I am going 
to start a law suit against them. 
I feel this is an injustice to 
all concerned, to my husband, 
myself and the public. We all 
believed in them, we thought the 
funds were in ‘good hands’ but 
was it such a "Wise Decision” 
after all? 
In 
March, 
Mr. 
Nettles 
r e p o r t e d 
there 
was 
ap­ 
proximately $17,000.00 left in the 
fund, it was to be used for the 
transplant, 
which of course, 
never took place. So there is 
more than enough to pay his 
hospital bill. I think I have had 
enough 
worries without 
this 
added. Trusting that from this, 
you will be able to get a story 
together to arouse’ the public's 
interest.

All Around the Town 


Father Bally Sets 
Example of Devotion

One of the unforgetable stories of our area is 
that of Father Bally and his love for his fellow 
beings. When he walked about the village he was 
usually surrounded by a dozen or more children, 
wrote his biographer, W’illiam Bishop Schuyler.^ 
"This sight was indeed worthy of a painter s 
brush or a poet’s pen; the old Jesuit, in his long, 
black-coat, beaming upon the little ones, a visible 
representation of the guardian angel. Nor did the 
kind-hearted priest neglect the physical appetite 
of his proteges, for whenever he and his party 
neared the village store they entered at his invi­ 
tation and there feasted on candy he bought for 
them. 
, 
, 
"Love of children was Father Bally s distin­ 
guishing trait, and men and women, now old and 
gray, recall many incidents relating to the man­ 
ner in which he irritated his Divine Master who 
said: ’Suffer the little children to come unto me.’” 
The Mission of Goshenhoppen was one of the 
oldest in Pennsylvania. Although Jesuits may 
have visited previously, the Rev. Theodore Sch­ 
neider first settled in 1741. The next year, 373 
acres of land were purchased in what was then 
Hereford Township. In 1747 extra acreage was 
added, to bring the farm to almost 500 acres.

Father Schneider began building the Chape! 
oí Saint Paul, and in his rafters he hung the old 
mission bell cast in Paris in 1706. This he had 
brought to the Goshenhoppen hills two years 
earlier. 
For decades the Angelus sounded clear and 
sweet throughout the hills, reminding all that 
God was in his heaven for those who would only 
look upward. 
The first Catholic parish school in Pennsyl­ 
vania was founded under Father Schneider’s pas­ 
torate. In light oí these days, it seems even a 
greater tribute to Father Bally that when he built 
a new school, the arrangements entered into with 
the school authorities of Washington Township 
accorded him the privilege of conducting a public 
school on the church property, and with Catholic 
teachers. 
Years later he would come to the classroom 
with well-filled pockets — especially on Friday 
afternoon when compositions were read by the 
students, and those rending the best essays re­ 
ceived the more generous shares of crackers 
which he now awarded the students. 


LOVE FOR ONE'S NEIGHBOR 


It is recalled of the good Father that his every 
action taught a love for one’s neighbor. Through 
his example a feeling a brotherly accord spread 
out from the Chapel of Saint Paul and from 
Churchville, as the village was then called, be­ 
fore the name of the post office was changed to 
Bally. 
One sermon that he preached from the altar 
is especially remembered. In this he took for his 
text the first epistle of St. John: “ My little chil­ 
dren, love one another.” 
So, also, was his altar wine remembered, for 
it was considered very beneficial by the people 
of the area. At times they traveled from as far 
as Macungie to procure it, and it was always of­ 
fered gratuitiously. Those who traveled from a 
distance to receive Holy Communion frequently 
were invited to his house to share a Cup of coffee 
and bread and butter. 
Nearly all of the members of the Father’s con­ 
gregation were farmers. The story goes that if 
rain on a Sunday threatened to spoil the fields of 
ripened grain, permission was granted for the 
men to take in the crops, notwithstanding the fact 
that it was Sunday. But when the farms were 
imperiled by drought, the congregation, with 
Father Bally leading it, would pray for rain. The 
entire community — non-Catholic as well as 
Catholic — believed that God always sent rain 
in answer to these petitions. Once during a con­ 
tinued dry spell, a non-Catholic farmer living 
near the mission farm was overheard to remark 
in the village store, “ If only Father Bally would 
pray for rain!” 
From the Reading Eagle of Feb. 4. 1882, we 
glean some impression of his appearance. He Vas 
below' medium height, though the form that had 
been supple and erect in youth was now bent by 
a lull lifetime of labor. Nonetheless, his was des­ 
cribed as a striking face, with very light blue 
eyes retaining their clearness even though his 
sight had grown dim. His complexion was fair. 
And the fringe of snow-white hair gave him a 
venerable, and to those who loved him. a saini- 
like appearance.

But it was not so much appearance remember­ 
ed as the inner qualities, his simplicity of living, 
his profound kindness and his fondness for a joke. 
He was a lover of animals and-invariably at his 
feet one of his favorite dogs, either Caesar or 
Gyp. were to be seen running about. 
His housekeepers, who took care during his 
45 years in our hills to see that he went out warm­ 
ly dressed in winter, were Mary Schnabel, Mary 
Wickey and Lydia Adam. They bossed him con­ 
siderably. Lycfia Adam he chucklingly addressed 
as “ Captain.” and he seemed to enjoy nothing 
better than having her scold like a mother hen. 
To bring on her outburst, he resorted to many 
tricks. 
Quoting the Woodstock letters: “ Father Bally 
was a great man, though he knew it not . . . He 
was so simple in his greatness, so unpretending, 
so unselfish, so modest, that his merit was hard­ 
ly adverted and seldom mentioned. . .” 
When Father Bally first came to Goshenhop- 
pen, the Philadelphia and Reading had not yet 
laid track beyond Norristown. To reach the city, 
it was necessary to drive to Pottstown and then 
take the stage to rails’ «end. On such journeys 
Father usually stopped overnight at the home of 
a Pottstown friend. Tn tho-se early days Father 
Bally kept a stable of two horses with which he 
alternately rode the distant points of his parish. 
As age crept up, he turned more and more to 
his carriage. By the year 1869, the building of the 
Colebrookdale Railroad rang down the curtain 
on the frontier and brought the world to his 
door. . .

Good News Game Has New Wrinkle

HARRISBURG 
- 
Back 
in 
antiquity it was not unusual for 
a king to cause the execution 
of the bearer of bad news even 
though 
the 
poor, 
unfortunate 
wretch happened to be simply 
a messenger-boy. 
This might be called guilt by 
association. 
But should the circumstances 
be 
the 
reverse 
and 
the 
messenger-bov 
delivers 
good 
news, then the opposite of the 
theory should apply and the 
bearer of good tidings could 
bask the reflected glory. 
This is done every day in 
Washington. D. C., what with 
the 
White 
House 
and 
other 
federal 
agencies 
annointing 
selected 
congressmen 
(from 
both sides of the political aisle, 
by the way) to convey the good 
news to the folks back home 
about 
such 
things 
as 
an­ 
nouncements of federal grants 


or construction projects of the 
pork barrel variety. 


And this is the way it has 
been 
done 
in 
Harrisburg 
in 
recent years, 
what with 
the 
governor’s 
office 
or 
various 
state departments and bureaus 
giving selected state legislators 
(again 
regardless 
of 
their 
political party) first crack at 
announcing the good news of 
a highway project or state grant 
if this was something that would 
a p p l y 
to 
that 
particular 
legislator’s home district. 


More often than not — the 
announcing 
lawmaker 
knows 
little about the details of the 
project he or she is breaking 
the news on. 
The important thing (to them) 
i s 
that 
the 
announcing 
lawmaker 
hopefully 
will 
be 
associated with the good news 
in the minds of the folks back 
home 
— 
an 
important 
con­ 
sideration when re-election time 
rolls around. 


But 
now 
with 
a 
new 
ad­ 
ministration on Pennsylvania’s 
Capitol Hill, there has been a 
new w-rinkle 
applied 
to this 
game by Shapp administration 
Democrats who have taken over 
the State helm after eight years 
of steering by Republicans. 
According 
to 
GOP 
State 
Chairman 
Cliff 
Jones, 
the 
governor’s office has issued a 
recent “secret” order that all 
state 
checks 
on 
grants 
be 
handled through the governor’s 
press office rather than through 
t h e i r 
normal 
department 
channels. 
This way, says Jones, checks 
¿ r e 
being 
presented 
by 
Democrat legislators only “and 
more despicable by Democratic 
chairman” who. according to 
the 
GOP 
chieftan, 
are 
not 
authorized to award the checks 
in the first place. 
Jones documented his charge 
with 
a 
recent 
example 
in 
Danville where the Democrat 
c h a i r m a n , 
Paul 
Becker, 


presented a check for $83,421 
to Robert Moore, chairman of 
the 
D a n v i l l e 
Municipal 
Authority. 
The check was forwarded to 
Mr. Becker for presentation by 
the Pennsylvania Department of 
Environmental Resources. 
“The implication that state 
grants provided by taxpayers’ 
dollars can only be secured by 
going through Democrat County 
chairmen is an onerous one to 
any citizen of the state,” opinies 
Jones. “For a governor who 
pretends to be ‘non-political,’ 
this is another tangible evidence 
of

system of bearing governmental 
good news is a basic question 
of why is it necessary for these

lawmakers who frequently know

volved? 


This in itself is ridiculous 
enough inasmuch as lawmakers 
themselves 
at best are only 
secondarily involved— if that. 
They may have voted for or 
a g a i n s t 
the 
general 
all- 
encompassing law providing for 
the local grant in question but 
as for specifics, in nine cases 
out of 10 they have no con­ 
nection whatsoever and usually 
are surprised to be informed 
that such an action has been 
taken in their locality. 


For a county chairman to 
snake into the picture — one 
who has no official capacity 
whatsoever with government is 
n o t 
just 
ridiculous; 
it’s 
ludicrous.

Naked Is the City — and the Stage 


The legitimate theater is alive 
and dying in New York. There 
are a few plays which consist

The term “Off 
Broadway” may be translated 
as “Off the Edge of Reason.” 
It consists of a group of non­ 
actors romping through an anti­ 
plot naked. Sometimes, when

This 
excites the audience to a frenzy. 
“Off Broadway” — if it is 
possible to follow this thought 
— is now “On Broadway.” If 
you want to see “Jesus Christ 
Superstar,” you go to the box 
office of the Mark Hellinger 
Theatre at 51st Street.

Kissinger Trip Enhances Chances of Future Talks W ith Peking 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y 
(AP) — Dr. Henry A. Kissi­ 
nger’s second mission to Red 
China says a good deal about 
possibilities for future relations 
between Washington and Pek 
mg. It seems also to lessen the 
importance 
of 
the 
current 
“ What’s going on in China?” 
mystery. 
The announcement of Kissi 
nger’s 
plans 
suggests 
that 
whatever group is in control, 
Red China means to establish 
effective 
communication 
with 
the United States, regardless of 
political conflicts. 
It also suggests that despite 
worldwide guessing about enig­ 
matic goings-on in connection 
with the Oct. 1 National Day, 
developments 
inside 
China 
aon’t prevent plans for Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s trip from moving 
ahead. 
Peking says Nixon’s chief se 
curity adviser will be in Red 
China sometime in the last 10 
days of October to prepare for 
the presidential journey. The 
party is expected to stay about 
four days. 
Any four days in that period 
will represent a critical time in 
U.N. debate on China’s seat. If 
the issue is not decided by 
then, the vote will be at hand. 
Only a day before the an­ 
nouncement of the new Kissi­ 
nger 
mission 
Secretary 
of 
State William P. Rogers in a 
major U.N. policy speech had 
strongly upheld the Chiang Kai- 
shek regime’s claim to retain 
membership. 
Thus 
it 
seems 
likely that the Nixon visit is not 
dependent upon the outcome of 
the U.N. voting or the U.S. 
stand for Taiwan. 
Only a few days ago Rogers 
voiced concern that Chinese de­ 
velopments 
could 
affect 
the 
presidential 
trip. 
Cancellation 
might have been indicated by a 
major upheaval or by the loss 
of a top figure such as Cahri- 
man Mao Tse-tung. 
Possibly something like a po­ 
litical reshuffle involving the 
top leaders has been in prog­ 
ress. Possibly some external 
event, such as heightened So­ 
viet border tension, prompted 
C h i n a ’ s 
recent 
enigmatic 
moves. 
Those moves included cancel­ 
lation of the National Day pa­ 
rade and banquet, cancellation 
of army leaves and commercial 
flights, omission of a major pol­ 
icy statement and slightly les- 
sned emphasis on Mao’s per­ 
sonality. 
There are signs that the deci­ 
sions resulted from a week of 
high-level party meetings be­ 
ginning in mid-September. Tf 
there had been a reshuffle near 
the top, the leaders might not 
have been ready to make it 


known. Thus the parade and 
banquet would be canceled to 
remove any need to regroup 
the leaders by rank. 
As for lessened emphasis on 
the leader, Mao himself was re­ 
ported not long ago to have ex­ 


pressed worry that the adula­ 
tion was out of control. Perhaps 
with Mao’s blessing the prag­ 
matists are ready to start a 
cautiously gradual deflation of 
the cult. At a time when Red 
China hopes to enter the world 


arena with a veto-wielding seat 
in the United Nations, it might 
make political sense, too, to 
show the world a new look. 
Such a trend could arouse 
alarm among ultraleftists who 
have been more Maoist than 


Mao and who also might resist 
the idea of a Washington-Pek- 
ing rapprochement as a sellout 
of the revolution. A reshuffle in 
the party’s upper reaches could 
involve pruning out such ele­ 
ments.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Law­ 
yers for inmates at Attica state 
prison asked a Supreme Court 
justice Tuesday to halt tempo­ 
rarily state questioning of pris­ 
oners about last month’s riot 
that left 42 dead. 
Other 
suits 
involving 
the 
state probe of the rebellion are 
pending before the U.S. Circuit 
Court of New York and the U.S. 
District Court in Buffalo, N.Y. 
The 
Washington 
plea 
was 
filed by lawyers William F. 
Hellerstein and Phylis S. Ban- 
berger of the Legal Aid Society. 
They asked Justice Thurgood 
Marshall to end the questioning 
of inmates by state officials un­ 
til the Circuit Court decides 
whether the prisoners’ rights 
are being violated. The court is 
to hear that dispute Friday. 
The lawyers said 
prisoners 
are being beaten with clubs at 
Attica in a “ continuing pattern 
of assaults and threats.” They 
also said the state has given 
prisoners an opportunity to ask 
for a lawyer before being ques­ 
tioned, 
but has 
not 
allowed 
them to bring a lawyer with 
them or remain silent during 
Interrogation. 
A 1966 Supreme Court deci­ 
sion held that the Constitution 
requires 
the 
appointment 
of 
lawyers to be at a suspects side 
while he is being questioned in 
the course of a criminal investi­ 
gation and also that the suspect 
be advised he does not have to 
answer any questions. 
In 
Buffalo, 
U.S. 
District 
Court Judge John J. Curtin said 
he would rule Wednesday on a 
request by inmates’ lawyers to 
halt the state investigation. 
Attorney 
Herman 
Schwartz 
said 
that 
the 
investigation 
headed by Robert E. Fischer, 
deputy state attorney general is 
“blatantly one-sided.” 
Schwartz said Fischer is sup­ 
posed to be investigating pos­ 
sible crimes committed against 
inmates as well as possible 
crimes committed by inmates. 
However, he said, Fischer is 
actively pressing the investiga­ 
tion only of suspected offenses 
by inmates and not offenses 
against inmates.” 
Schwartz, speaking for sev­ 
eral attorneys seeking to repre­ 
sent most Attica prisoners, also 
asked for the appointment of 
federal monitors to watch over 
inmate rights at the prison.

WASHINGTON

In 
the network of Veterans Admin­ 
istration 
psychiatric 
hospitals 
across the country, thousands 
of 
patients 
pass 
their

rarely seeing a psychiatrist. 
Many of the wards are totally 
without air conditioning, even 
in the Deep South. Most need 
painting and better lighting. But 
more, 
they need 
professional 
medical personnel to reinforce 
overworked, undermanned hos­ 
pital staffs fighting an uphill 
battle to care for the nation’s 
mentally ill veterans. 
“That’s 
terrible,” 
said

hospital director, 
“but 
that’s 
ithe way it is.” 
| 
The situation is most acute in 
those hospitals in small towns 
and rural areas that offer little 
; to 
attract 
professionals 
from 
private practice in metropolitan 
areas. Partly because of public 
I resistance to locating 
mental 
hospitals 
in 
populous 
cities, 
two-thirds of the 35 psychiatric 
hospitals in the VA system are 
in outlying areas. 
AP STUDY 
An Associated Press study of 
VA 
psychiatric hospitals dis­ 
closed that: 
—The VA is operating a 1,335- 
bed 
psychiatric 
hospital 
at 
Marion, Ind., without a single 
fulltime 
psychiatrist. 
Despite 
intensive recruiting, only four 
or five psychiatrists have ap­ 
peared for interviews and none 
was interested in living in Mar­ 
ion or on the $29,000 salary. 
—In the 1,555-bed hospital at 
Coatesville, Pa., there are sev­ 
en psychiatrists. One is the hos­ 
pital director; another is the 
chief of staff. Neither is in­ 
volved directly in patient care. 
Three others work part-time. 
—Where 
psychiatrists 
are 
short, psychiatric work often is 


taken on by psychologists and 
social workers. The VA’s chief 
medical director, Dr. Marc J. 
Musser, said in an interview 
that VA studies show that non- 
| medical personnel do a good 
job filling in. They are, how­ 
ever. neither trained nor licens­ 
ed to diagnose patients or pre­ 
scribe medication.

COATESVILLE, Pa. (AP) - 
It was lunchtime in the psy­ 
chiatric wards of the Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital

Patients privileged to leave the 
locked wards had gone to the 
main dining room.

Teachers Seeking Relief 
Reports Denied by State 


HARRISBURG 
(AP) - The 
state Department of Public Wel­ 
fare denied Tuesday published 
reports that large numbers of 
teachers tried to get on the re­ 
lief rolls during the sum m er 
months. 
“ As far as we can deter­ 
mine,” a spokesman said, “ only 
four teachers were involved. 
Two received cash assistance 
and two others applied for it.” 
He said the incidents occurred 
in Philadelphia and Allegheny 
counties. 
There are upwards of 100,000 
public school teachers in the 
state. 
Richard G. Farrow, commis­ 
sioner of the departm en’s office 
of family services, said that a 
recent departm ent policy had 
determined that school teachers 
were ineligible for public as­ 
sistance. He called the policy “ a 
m atter of prevention rather than 
cure.” 


IMPLICATION FALSE 
“ The implication that large 
numbers 
of 
teachers 
sought 
cash assistance is not in ac­ 
cordance with the facts,” F ar­ 
row said. “ However, individual 
teachers did seek information 
about applying for assistance in 
several counties and this re­ 
sulted in a reaffirmation and 
clarification of eligiblty as it 
affects teachers.” 
Farrow said the issue centers 
around whether teachers are 
employed during the months 
they are not actually teaching.

Teachers in the latter group 
claimed eligibility for welfare

Chicago in Ruins' 


As part of National Fire Pre­ 
vention week, the nation is ob­ 
serving the 100th anniversary 
of the holocaust that destroyed 
much of Chicago on Oct. 8 and 
9, 1871. 
A local collector has in his 
possession an original copy of 
the issue of Harper’s Weekly 
that reported on the fire in de­ 
tail. 
Harold E. Bell, 1105 Queen St., 
said he found the newspaper in 
a South Coventry antique shop, 
He also owns an original Cur­ 
rier and Ives print, which de­ 
picts the fire. 
The copy of Harper’s Weekly, 
dated Nov. 4, 1871, carries the 
subtitle, “A Journal of Civiliza­ 
tion.” 


NOTE O F HO PE 
The front page is devoted to 
two artist’s sketches which re­ 
veal a note of hope amid the 
high damage, officially estimat­ 
ed at nearly $200 million. 
“One of the city’s most re­ 
nowned preachers,” the Rev. 
Robert Collyer, is shown ad­ 
dressing his flock on the burned- 
out site of the church. 
The other sketch shows the 
first cornerstone being laid after 
the fire. 
The rest of the issue offers 
the reader seven more sketches, 
two of W'hich are on the center 
spread. 
One shows Chicago’s 
north side, while the other is a 
panoramic view of the south 
division from the roof of Con­ 
gress Hall on Congress Street.

title, “Chicago in Ruins ” 
“The burned out district com­ 
prised an area of about Vb 
square miles, containing about 
2.200 acres—about one-sixth of 
the city tract,” the article said. 
“They were very costly acres 
and the sweepng devastation has 
destroyed within their bound­ 
aries more than twice the value 
of all that remains.” 
The artcle makes no mention 
of the cause of the fire. 
However, a copy of the Oct. 
10, 1871 edition of the New York 
Herald, also in Bell’s posses­ 
sion, two fire were reported. 
“The first fire, which caused 
so much alarm,” the article 
said, “broke out on Saturday 
night (Oct. 7) at Lull & Homes’

factory, 
on 
Canal 
Street, near Van Buren, the 
western division, and consumed 
four blocks. 
“This conflagration was got 
under by the exertions of the 
firemen, and Chicago rested, as 
it were, after one of its sensa­ 
tions, happy that the fire had 
been stayed.” 
“The feeling of security was 
doomed to be of short duration, 
for on Sunday night the insati­ 
ate monster spread his lurid 
wings and this time with the 
portent of doom in the murky 
breath from his fiery nostrils.”

Feathered Navigators' W in Races for Area Man 


Randall Berky, Gilbertsville 
RD 2, is one of the area’s most 
unusual top sportsmen. 
A pigeon fancier, he was giv­ 
en the All-American Loft award 
last year by the national pigeon 
fancier’s magazine. 
Berky has been raising and 
racing pigeons since 1957, when 
he was 18. Now he has a “ loft” 
of 
160 
racing 
and 
breeding 
pigeons. 
So far in his 14 years as a 
pigeon fancier, Berky won near­ 
ly a third of all the races in 
which his pigeons were entered. 
How do you race pigeons? 
First you need a special breed 
of pigeon with built-in homing 
instincts. These uncanny birds, 
for reasons still mysterious to 
science, can find their way back 
to their roosts from thousands 
of miles away. 
Taken to distant points and re­ 
leased, they immediately fly 
home. 


A winning pigeon is one that 
can fly far and fast and not 
get lost. 
Breeding top racing pigeons 
is an art, Berkys says. They 
must be hatched at the location 
where the pigeon fancier wants 
them to return, for one thing. 
Berky is a member of the 
Lenape 
Pigeon 
Club, 
Boyer- 
town. 
Regularly on Sundays 
throughout the year the club’s 
25 members send pigeons to a 
release point in Maryland or 
Virginia, where they are set 
free simultaneously along with 
2,000 
other 
birds sent 
from 
pigeon club “combines” from 
all over the mid-Atlantic Re­ 
gion. 
Each pigeon carries a num­ 
bered band. 
As soon 
as a 
pigeon reaches his home loft, 
his owner removes his tag and 
stamps the time on a validated 
tape. 


The winning pigeons are de­ 
termined according to a for­ 
mula that takes into account 
the distances from the release 
points to the pigeon fanciers’ 
widely scattered lofts. 


G R E A T E S T DISTANCE 
The 
pigeon 
that 
flew 
the 
greatest distance in the least 
time wins. 
To prepare for these journeys, 
the racing pigeons need rigo­ 
rous training, Berkey said. 
They are taught to enter their 
lofts as soon as they arrive and 
are given short training flights 
of less than 70 miles. 
Still, about 30 to 40 per cent 
of the younger birds gets lost 
during races and may never 
return. 
Another problem occurs when 
a flock of competing racing 
pigeons 
heading 
away 
from 
their release points meet with 


another group of pigeons head­ 
ing in another direction. 
That often produces a lot of 
detouring birds. 
Berky, who is employed at 
Uniform Tube Corp., Trappe, 
says he started his hobby by 
catching pigeons in his father’s 
bam. 


HOMING PIG EO NS 
Then he was given a pair of 
homing pigeons by a neighbor, 
and started breeding them. 
Berky hopes scientists never 
find out how homing pigeons 
navigate so accurately. 
“If they do they’ll just louse 
up 
pigeon 
racing, 
like 
they 
louse up everything else,” he 
said. 
Wind and rain affects the abi­ 
lity of the birds to find their 
ways home. After they are col­ 
lected and shipped by truck 
each weekend to their release 


points, the farmer in charge of 
letting them go calls a “ libera­ 
tor” in New Jersey. 
The liberator decides whether 
the weather is good enough for 
racing. If he gives the go-ahead 
the pigeons are released. 
Usually races are less than 
600 miles, as far as a good 
pigeon can fly in a day.

One of Berky’s dreams is to 
visit Belgium, the world capital 
of 
pigeon 
racing.

have pigeon fanciers clubs and 
enthusiasts

On racing weekends, Berky 
says, entire trains loaded with 
pigeons travel the countryside 
to release points and a good 
deal of money changes hands 
among those who like to wager 
on their favorite birds.
